Makes Analysis Of 
Quebec Trust Law 



Latest Jurisprudence on Sub* 
' ject Revealed and All - 
Aspects Discussed 

A complete expose of the "Law of 
Triists In the Provlnce of Quebec," was 
made before the Law tindergraduatcs 
Society, last evening in the Orlll Room 
of the Union, •nrtien the Honourable 
Pierre Basile Migncault, ex-Justice' of 
the Supreme Court of Canada was' the 
speaker. Judge Migneault treated the 
subject fnxn a number of points ,of 
law, and touched upon all the salient 
angles of the question; he answered 
briefly a nun^ber of queries composed 
by members of the thhrd year. 

Previous to the year 1870 there was 
only one article in the Quebec Civil 
Code which treated the question of 
tritsts, and this was article 880. This ar- 
ticle permitted tiie setting up of 'chart- 
table trust' funds, tvhlch fact was clearl 
shown by the decision in the Valois 
& Debouohervllle case. The distinc- 
tion between charitable, trust .funds, 
and those of a i^vate ^nature - was 
made evident. There arc numerous 
Judgments ' .which today have settled 
this point beyond all qUestloa 

' There were'^ sbmé -.oiljer debatable 
points." For example, could : a trust 
fuiid of a charltabie' nature be set up 
by gift for some future beneficiary? 
Tlie. laiw of Quebec as it is now con- ;

The question has been asked wtiat 
motivated the législature to adopt 
trusts. This is a very difficult, question 
because frequently : the legislature 
scarMlsr/khowsltself^î'?^ usu- 
ally assigned, i^^^^ was con- 
sidered preferable, :becausc it did not 
tie up tlie property Indefinitely, tlie 
trustee was enabled^ to^ajdminlster, and 
to. carry, but .his duties^as 8et,.fqrth.in 
the i»oVisions of the will setlinpup 
the trust. 

Legal Controversy 

In English' trusts it has been setQed 
-Jurispi'udence for many years that \the 
legal right; of the property is vested' in 
the trustees < and the executors. This 
:was 'for ipany years a debatable pohit 
Quebec law.' ' It was finally 'made more 
or less; clear by ■ ti ie^^l g ^^ha nded 
down in thé case bf^Ma^mtywaœbn. 
Two facts stood out. First, that' it was 
possible to have created a' triist prior 
W^' ih'e^^iriceptlbh' of thé Quebec 'civù 
Code; Secondly - that thé cbrpiis '-'or 
body ol |he estate vested In 'the ex- 
ecutors , and the triistees'. Although 
there' are sphie. eminent legai 'authorl- 
tiés who still ^deny this vlewi there is 
little doubt that it' would be upheld 
by , the courts today.. 

The question of where the property 
vests' is'''not an acadeihical one. Who 
is to be :suéd . where injury is caused 
sbinething ' contained in-'the 'trust? 
■Where ' a window 'falls : of thé house 
controlled by. the exocutms ,bf a 'trust', 
and injures a pedestrian passing be-

Thus, he was the 
first Anglo-Saxon -to gain a degree 
fioniijittiatiunlverslty in four hundred 
the war. Doctor Rose 
spent some time working in Poland, 
then returned • to this continent re- 
ceiving the appointment in Dart- 
mouth. . / ' 

A few years ago a commission was 
sent . to Upper Silesia to investigate 
Polish German relationships', result- 
ing froni the division ,of that ten-1- 
totj'. Because of hte knowledge , of 
the Slav, and particularly the Polish 
language. Doctor Rose headed 'the 
commission, and brought back some 
valuable findings. He is the author 
of many books, aiid has done much to 
reveal the beauties of Polish literature 
by translation. He is a forceful speak- 
er 'with dyriainic energy, and thbse 
who have heard him at Elgin House, 
Couchichlng or In McGlll, will cer- 
tainly wldi to hear him again, those 
who have not heard him should not 
miss this opportunity of doing so.

The Sonata Form ' 

¥T HAS often been the error of scientists, when 
endeavoring to elucidate music, to turn their 
attention wholly to the structural' side. To think 
that music can be explained by a study of lines, 
forms and figures alone, Is a notion which is' much 
more prevalent than is generally supposed. Then 
there is the other view point which takes Into con-i 
sideratlon human ideas, , emotions, and a tee , tenr 
dency to strive towwxls a fuller,' 
pression. Thus there is an approach tlirough, music 
to a problem which strilçes at.Jihc lopt of art. and so 
'Vf llf e Itself. Ui^ortunateiy, this is- not. the place 
for a discussion of so large a, quegt^iv; but no mat- 
ter' which point of view appeais most to the listener, 
there is no doubt that an understanding of formal 
structure enhances the enjoyment of the music he 
hears. 

All expressed art must have some foi-m; with- 
out oi^der it is a me?.ningless cry, Theorstlcally, there 
are two kinds.of form. On the one hand there is a 
preconceived, fomula which has been found to pos- 
sess a satisfactbiY aesthetic balance, and into this 
mould the- new Ideas are cast. . Opposed to this ia 
the form which is never applied as a formula, but 
which develops as- the ideas . are Mtifar^;. It is the 
natural outcome of the thlnking.^Tnîfiiwt of these 
extremes belongs to the pedantic fugue-writers of 
the seveiiteenth century. The second is the essence 
of modern mùsic, the method of IStravlnaky. Sib- 
elius, and many others. 

Between these two stand the classical forms, of 
which the so-called sonata form is the supreme 
example. Let us pause a moment to examine it. ^ 
V7c all know that a simple song, like "Swanee 
River," falls naturally into sections, called periods. 
In the same way, the typical sonata-allegro niove- 
ment. as found in the first movements of the ma- 
jority of sonatas, symphonies and quartets written 
since the time of Hayxln, falls Itito three sections. 
The first may be called the exposition. In tliis the 
composer states the thoughts and moNods with #hlch 
he is to .j »^^HeAi»sually:states two subjects, which 
he oontmSMn^JV' colour, and .senthnent; for the 
essence of the sonata is contrast, reiteration and 
drama. This section may be modified by the addi- 
tion of - a short introduction before the, first theme 
is announced, or by dividing one of lihe subjects 
into two separate- tunes, and so on. Traditionally, 
the exposition is repeated, so that the movement 
preserves in broad outline the A A B A structure of 
a simple song. ,T^ second section follows, In which 
th'é oômposèF lets himself go and dévélopS' hâ Ideas 
along new - lines. Ttofs section waik naturally thë 
first to {increase in importance at' t^^^^^jÉ^ 
the last, century, when BeethoVcn<^|u#d«!SfiiS^ 
to a very severe test.

The British Columbia 

Lumber Industry 

Tliere is no pert of Canada in which 
recovery lias become more general' 
than In "British OplumWa&,Wlth:: the 
mines steadily Increasing tMl^wiume 
of .production, with the farms only 
slightly affecte.0 by the drought which 
was provalent throughout both the 
United States and Canada this past 
summer; with a substantial increase' 
•in .the number of tourists visiting the 
Rreivihce, and with business activity 
showing a consistent upwaixl trend, It 
is not surprising that optimism has 
become general. It is "the improve- 
ment in the logging and lumbering in- 
dustries, however, that has constituted 
the main element in the rapid recov- 
ery in British Columbia. 

Lumber production in 1932;! 
corded by the official, "scale" -of "5ie 
Provincial Forestry Branch, was the 
smaUcst since 1917. In July last the 
scale ^-as the highest In five years and 
amounted to 223 million feet as com- 
pared with 181 million feet , in'. July
